rersion of the elephant story, Gunda, 
should have disliked only those who 
fed him bad 
peanuts and tobacco 


and exhibited a passionate devotion 
for his keeper who had petted him, 
but what Gunda really did was to 
attack everybody -who attempted to 
enter the cage and made the process 
of feeding him exceedingly danger- 
ous. 
All keepers were qeually dls- 


tastful to him, so that It finally be- 
came the duty of the Zoological so- 
ciety to have him shot. His skele- 
ton and skin, are now to be found 
in tbe Museum of Natural History, 
while his anatomy was presented to 
the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons for use In research work. 


Not only is the elephant not to 


be trusted, but other animals show 
a lamentable tendency to eat the 
hand that feeds them. For Instance, 
in the opinion 
of 
Mr. Hornaday, 


nothing is quite so dangerous as a 
pet bear; and for this reason the 
keepers in the Bronx park are re- 
quested not to 
take the slightest 


chajice with any of the animals. A 
man may feed a bear an apple two 
hundred and sixty times with perfect 
safety, and on the two hundred and 
sixty-first time have his hand chew- 
ed off. Such an accident occurred 
not long ago when a.*eeper tried to 
pose a bear for the park photogra- 
pher, the bear attacking the keeper 
and devouring his Tight hand. — 


While a number of accidents J"re 


to be expected in the business of ex- 
hibiting wild 
animals, the Bronx 


park has been unusually fortunate 
in this respect, especially in the case 
of visitors. 
Only two disasters have 


occurred to visitors within the past 
twenty years, and one of these was 
entirely the fault of the victim. Be- 
fore a policeman could reach him, a 
drunken man placed his hand within 
the cage of a large polar bear, who 
cordially accepted 
it. 
The second 


case was due to another vicious ele- 
phant who succeeded in breaking an 
iron knob off his door and flinging 
it out among a Sunday afternoon 
crowd of visitors, striking a small 
boy in the face and cutting him. 
The Bronx has a very good record 
for a park containing many danger- 
ous animals and having an annual 
patronage of nearly two million visi- 
tors. 


Bronx park, while 
belonging to 


.the city of New York, is under the 
exclusive direction of the New York 
Zoological society. 
The city appro- 


priates two hundred thousand dol- 
lars annually for the maintenance 
of the grounds, animals and build- 
ings, .and the rest of the money re 
quired is obtained from the gate re- 
ceipts. 
Two days each week an ad- 


mittance charge of twenty-five cents 
is made, in addition to which the 
society runs two park restaurants, a 
boat pavilion on the lake and sup- 
plies a number of riding animals for 
the purpose of making money. The 
original idea was to use this money 
for buying new animal collections 
but the expense of maintenance and 
repair is BO great that the city ap 
propriation doesn't begin to cover i 
and the profits 
of 
the amusemen 


business go to make up the deficit. 


The animal collections are usual 


ly amplified by the contributions o 


society. 
Since valuable animals are 


always dying of old age, or of vari- 
ous diseases resulting from captivity, 
it is neecssary to be buying new ones 
all the time 
During the past two 


years, of course, the European war 
has 
greatly 
interfered 
with the 


transporting 
of 
animals 
from 


Africa, so that all the new species 
have come either from private col- 
lections in England or from South 
America. Even under .normal con- 
ditions, it seems, it is diffcult to pro- 
cure shipping 
space- for wild ani- 


mals, most of tbe American shippers 
refusing to transport them on pas- 
senger vessels. :On' the other hand, 
the German shippers in the past did 
not object to carrying animals for 
any distance on any kind of steam- 
ers, so that Hagenbeck, the famous 
German capturer o£ wild animals, 
was allowed to obtain a monopoly 
on the animal import business. 


There are now forty-six hundred 


pecimeus in the 200. This number 
s apt to fluctuate between forty-two 
hundred and five thousand during 
he year, the lowest number always 
jccurring in January of each year, 
few York, because of its cold damp 
winters, is very hard on the animals 
who are particularly subject to lung 
and bronchial troubles; and the cold 
winter rarns, which last for days at 


time, in which the cages become 


permeated with dampness, always 
.ake their annual toll of animal life. 
These rains are also responsible for 
a great deal of animal rheumatism. 
A pygmy elephant named Congo wafe 
mercifully shot last year because he 
lad become lame and deformed with 
rheumatism, resulting from the un- 
usually severe climate. 


Another difficulty in taking care 


of unacclimated species is the change 
of food, which sometimes disagrees 
with them. It is almost impossible, 


last year was $36,785, which .-over- 
ed the cost of 
eighty-five different 


kinds of food, the food required to 
feed one elephant costing four dol- 
lars a day. 


Next to Coney Island, the Bronx 


Zoo park is the most popular institu- 
tion in New York for children. This 
is not a matter of accurate statisti- 
cal record, but

upon the observation of the Zoologi- 
cal society.

Although hundreds daily visit the 


park, 
sometimes 
bringing 
their 


lunches, almost always bujing pack- 
ages of peanuts, popcorn and candy, 
it is interesting to note that there is 
no waste paper or refuse left on the 
grass or in the woods. This is due to 
the rigorous campaign waged by the 
society with the co-operation of the 
city police against the throwing of 
waste paper. For many years it had 
been against the law to distribute 
refuse and cast waste paper on city 
property, but 
the 
law had never 


been enforced, and when a policeman 
did make an arrest on such a charge, 
he was reproved by the court as be- 
ing too 
conscientious.

With all the marvelous progres- 


sion along uplift lines making 
for 


•hotter hours and better sanitation 
for 
working women, it is only in 


rwsent years that the necessity of 
Aiding the farmer's wife aa well aa 
the farmer has been realized. 


Aa 
one 
agricultural 
authority 


stated in 1913. "the farm woman 
has been the most neglected factor 
In the rural problem, and she has 
been especially neglected by the Na- 
tional Department of Agriculture.'' 
In 191ft this is no longer true for 
the department has turned its atten- 
tion to the neglected woman who 
toils from sun to sun and has or- 
dered practically all of the existing 
bureaus of the department to for- 
ward 
a 
movement that is for the 


direct benefit of the woman on the 
farm. 
This first step in a splendid 


cause was made in the reorganiza- 
tion of the office of public roads, 
which went into effect on July 1, 
1915. 
The work of this bureau was 


extended to include rural engineer- 
ing and in particular the develop- 
ment of a system that would furnls'i 
the farm house with pure water and 
food sanitation. 
It is perhaps the 


greatest 
boon that could be con- 


ferred on the women and children 
of a rural population. 
Another im- 


portant step was the appointment of 
four hundred women county agents 
who are giving to the farmers' wives 
the same kind of varied assistance 
In advice that farmers leceived from 
the men agents provided for under 
the Smith lever act which 'became a 
law on May 8, 1914. The founda- 
tion of this new educational exten- 
sion work expressly provides that in- 
struction in household economics 
shall be furnished through similar 
channels and by similar methods as 
instruction in agriculture. 


The initial movement taken in the 


development of this work was the 
•ending bj the secretary of. agricul- 
ture of a letter to the housewives of 
tbe 
department's 55,000 volunteer 


crop correspondents. In this letter 
the secretary asks the women, who, 
it is safe to assume, represent the 
progressive and intelligent 
element 


in their communities, how, in their 
opinion, the department could best 
aid them. 
The way was left open 


intentionally for a free discussion of 
their problem and they entered upon 
it with great vim and interest 
afi 


their letters in reply evinced. Many 
o! them containing valuable sugges- 
tions which the department will fol- 
low both in its demonstrations and 
in 
its 
investigations. 
The letters 


themselves have been arranged 
by- 


subjects and published as reports. 
They can be obtained for a small 
eum from the superintendent of pub- 
lic documents. 


Partly as a result of these letters, 


the investigations of the department 
in the field of home economics have 
been broadened to include clothing, 
household equipment and household 
labor, as well as food and nutrition. 
Through 
the 
use of a respiration 


calorimeter, it has been shown that 
much 
labor 
could be saved by a 


trifling outl&y of money. 
The use 


and construction 
of 
home 
made 


labor saving devices 
are 
demon- 


strated in the field as well as 
studied in a laboratory and the wo- 
men have manifested 
the 
keenest 


interest in this work. 
One of the 


greatest 
successes of recent years 


has been the canning clubs for girls 
which has also opened the way to 
the 
confidence of 
mothers. Last 


year in the North and West alone 
public 
demonstrations of the home 


canning of fruits 
and 
vegetables 


were attended by fifty thousand wo- 
men. 
In the South a like number 


of girls are now enrolled 
in 
these 


clubs and taught to produce as well 


a* to preserve th* products of their 
•ardeos. This new work for women 
U too comprehensive and too varied 
to be discuued In detail, but U is 
brightening the lives and improving 
the 
health of the farm women is 


shown by the Intense concentration 
which 
they 
bring to bear on the 


work that is beng mapped out for 
them by seeaee and educators. Ac 
Illuminating instance of the possi- 
bilities of this work '• the discovery 
that the ordinary fly. the moat aema 
o! agents in the distribution of filth 
aud disease, can be controlled 
by 


spreading borax or hellebore 
over 


the pile of manure and refuse in 


hieh it lays its eggs. This treat- 


ment will destroy the young insects 
«bile - they are still in the larvei 
state. 
Properly applied, the borax 


will not injure the fertilizing value 
or tbe manure, but where the man- 
ure is to be applied tc the fields in 
large quantities it is preferable to 
uae hellebore. 


This work among women affords 


opportunity 
for recreation as well 


as instruction. In short, the depart- 
ment of agriculture for 
the 
first 


time in its history is a vital factor 
in the daily life of both men 
an1 


women in the 
country. It is no 


longer a collection of .-emote scien- 
tists, working out in the isolation 
of laboratories and libraries answers 
tu 
questions in which the farmer 


and his wife have not yet learned to 
teke any concern. 
Today it holds 


out a helping hand to the man iu 
the field and his wife in the kitchen, 
U helps the family to make a living 
and 
best of all it is emancipating 


the -woman on the farm from a life 
of useless hardship which ages her 
before her time and, in tbe analysis, 
is unproductive."

Slain, Says Investigator 


PARIS, 
July 15.—The Journal 


continues its inquiry into the Ar- 
menian massacres 
and its special 


correspondent at Erzerum writes: 


"The mere mention of the figures 


at times exceeds in tragic eloquence 
the most pathetic recitals. 
At the 


beginning of the year 1913 there 
were in Turkey two and a half mil- 
lion Armenians. 
Today 
there re- 


main but 500,000. 


"Two million human beings, four- 


fifths of a nation exterminated — 
such is the work of the young Turk 
government, a 
government which, 


when it came into power, was ac- 
claimed by the 
whole of civilized 


Europe, as a 
humanitarian and a 


progressive one. 


"The Central 
Armenian Bureau 


at Tiflis ascertains that the number 
of Armenians 
who have 
escaped 


massacre and been deported to Mes- 
opotamia is only 
in round figures 


100,000, and this number is daily 
on the wane, as they die in large 
numbers owing to disease, privation 
and bad treatment. 


"It is believed that 100,000 Ar- 


menians are etill in Cicilia and there
